Him Up tn Wood 


To We Hon. Wm. 31. Stewart: 


I have read your learned, labored and 


to me, astounding dissertation upon the 
silver question, with a degree of care 
and interest that I seldom cecord to any 
man, not because you have siud ftuy- 
thing that has not bean told before, US 
well, and perhaps better than you have 
said it, but because I know you so -well, 
not personally, but by reputation, and 
from that knowledge -which I hare been 
over twenty years in acquiring, I cannot 
tnake your present professions in any 
way accord with your past records. 
I am no enemy oi yours and were you 
without aspirations and expectations of 
being elected by the people of Nevada 
to the highest office in their gift, I would 
not feel called upon to make a personal 
Attack on you or call up any part of your 
past records; but our State hns been BO 
long and shamefully misrepresented in 
the National Halls of Legislation by im- 
portations from California 
and con- 


scienoe'.ess men, that it seems to me the 
bounden duty oi every citizen to enquire 
into the antecedents of every man -who 
presents himself for the high and hon- 
ored office of United States Senator; to 
find what he has done and judge there- 
upon -what he will do and, if possible, 
bteak up a succession of San Francisco 
elected Senators for Nevada, who have 
tiever paid the least attention to her 
interests, but have subserved their own 
purposes and guarded and been the at- 
torneys of the corporations thut nomi- 
nated and sent them. 


When Saul 
appeared 
among the 


prophets after having vainly attempted 
to destroy them, the people in amaze- 
ment cried -out with one voice, "Is not 
this Saul?" Aud when you appear in 
your new lole and poae as a philnutkro- 
pist and reformer, the change is almost 
as great and hard to believe, as it was 
for the children of Israel to believe that 
Saul had really met with a change of 
heart "and purposes. 
You may be 


honest in your intentions and earnest in 
your endeavors to free the people from 
the death grip the monopolists, corpor- 
ationists, bondholders and millionaires 
•BOW hold on their throats, and if so, 
may God aid, nfesist and strengthen you, 
and forgive me for telling you that in- 
stead of believing in you as a reformer 
and philanthropist, I think you intend 
to further degrade, debase and enslave 
the people. 


In stating my reasons for my disbe- 


lief in your sincerity, I shall not, only 
BO far as is absolutely necessary, call up 
any of yonr past hiotory, as I have no 
•wish to be offensive, but shall refer, 
principally, to your own letter and 
present relations with other bodies that 
are more oppressive and aggressive up- 
on the rights of the people than even 
the bondholders themselves. 


The first reason that I shall bring 


forward is, that you lack the jewel, 
"Consistency." Ton graphically show 
how the bondholders and national bank- 
ers are wronging and robbing the people 
and foretell the results that must ensue 
if they continue their wrong doing; but 
you forget to say anything about a cor- 
poration in this State that has robbed 
our people out of dollars where the 
bondholders never have taken cents. 
This corporation baa entirely slipped 
your memory. You may say that this 
was foreign to your subject of discussion. 
In a sense that is true, but you wish 
your whole appeal to be understood in 
the interests of the people, and so long 
as the people are robbed does it matter 
by whom or how? Why did you tram 
your whole artillery on a tiny, squeak- 
ing mouse, when there was a raging, 
roaring lion standing right in your ptith- 
way? The bondholder is the Hneak thief 
who comeB, robs you and passes away 
unseen, while the corporationiat is the 
bold highwayman who insolently de- 
mands your money or your life and 
always succeeds in taking cue or the 
other and sometimes both. 
To be con- 


Bistent you should have seen his twin 
brother, the highwayman. It is said, 
and I believe it, that you are a "hale fel- 


low well met" with thia bold highway- 
man, and that it was at his instigation 
that you loaded your grip sack, walked 
over the mountain, squatted on a little 
piece of land and are now building a 
shanty in order to gain a nominal resi- 
dence so as to be eligible to represent 
your chief tainin the United States Senate. 
Again, why do you hold up the finger of 
warning to the bondholders alone, and 
who made them the oppressors of the 
people they now are? In your argument 
you mention the Credit Strengthing Act 
of 1869, and say it -was perhaps "unjust 
to the people." By this Act the bonds 
which were before payable in the lawful 
money of the United States (green- 
backs) were made payable only in gold 
and silver coin, and now you have the 
hardihood to come up and say that this 
was "perhaps unjust to the people." 
Do you not know that it was unjust? 
Do you not know that a more infamous, 
damnable outrage was never practiced 
upon any nation? Do you not know 
that the people were robbed out of one 
thousand millions of dollars by this un- 
holy legislation and that tbe bondhold- 
ers, by it, have bscome the oppressors 
they DOW are? "Perhaps unjust!" 
O 


God, there is no perhaps about it. It 
•was awful, unholy and terriUe, and 
brought devastation, rum, beggary and 
slavery upon millions in the United 
States, who but for that accursed legis- 
lation would now be prosperous, free 
and happy' 


And who did it? 
Almost in the language of Nathan to 


David, it can be said, "Thou art the 
man." 
You were at that time a mem- 


ber of the United States Senate, and in 
no place can one word of yours or your 
vote be found recorded against it. 


I find your article published in the 


Territorial Enterprise, a paper owned 
and run in the interests of the corpora- 
tions, bondholders, millionaires, et id 
omne genus, and as true an index ol their 
wants and wishes as tfee needle to the 
pole. I not only find your article pub- 
lished in the Enterprise bat lauded to 
the skies. In the estimation of that 
journal tho omission of a single word 
would have been a loss to the world that 
could never have been repaired. It is 
above reproach, far beyond Briticism; in 
a word it U wonderful. 
Had you been 


a true philanthropist and yotir assumed 
interest in tho people real, instead of 
having been praised in the Enterprise, 
there would have been no epithet of 
opprobrium in the English lnuguage 
vila enough to havo applied to you. 
Fool, idiot, communist, nihilist, oss, 
sorehead, lunatic and other like terms 
would have fallen on your head as thick 
as rain drops in a shower. To be con- 
sistent the Enterprise should 
have 


damned you. 


In ragard to your argument, aa a 


whole, if I admit your premises I can- 
not dispute your conclusions, but it 
seems to me that all yonr grounds are 
not well taken, and I shall take the 
liberty to ask you a few question. 


With a great show of profundity that 


must have necessitated the burning the 
midnight lamp for months and months 
to elucidate, yon, at the outset of yonr 
argument, announce that the bonded in- 
debtedness of the whole world is not far 
from one hundred billions of dollars. 
Well you tell me what concern it is of 
ours, how much England, France and 
Germany owe, so long as wo have the 
means and ability to pay our own 
bonded debt? Do we have to pny any 
part of the debt of England, France, 
Germany or any other nation on earth? 
If not, why.do you endeavor to associate 
our debt with theirs? 
For what reason 


do you endeavor to throw a halo of mys- 
tery around the subject of money, and 
try to impress your readers with the 
belief, that none, except those possessed 
with a most extraordinary acumen, like 
yourself, for instance, have any ehauce 
to unravel its intricacies, when the 
truth is, that the book keeping as prac- 
ticed in a country store is harder to un- 
derstand than the subject of money, 
stripped of this mysterious halo. 


Again, why need we trouble ourselves 


or care what England, Fri»noe and Ger- 
many use for money, so long as they 
ne.ver get any of our money and they 
never send any of theirs to us? 
When 


our merchants purchase goods from 
those countries, they pay for them in 
ingots by the pennyweight and silver 
bullion by the ounce, at the commodity 
price or value of these two metals, and 
the same takes place when their mer- 


chants buy of us, and not one dollar of 
the money of either country ii ever used 
in the purchase of goods between foreign 
countries. So long as this is so, I agaia 
ask why need we care whether England, 
France and Germany use gold, silver, 
lead, iron.Jbarrel staves or old hoops 
for their money? When either or all of 
them owe us, they pay in gold ingots 
and iilver bullion. You know, and BO 
does every well informed man, that 
whan tbe money of other countries hap- 
pens to come to ours, whatever its value 
may be whor« it ia made, it becomes de- 
monetized and passes, if at all, tbe same 
as a piece of unstamped gold or silver of 
that weight or fineness. Money to be 
money and perform jits legitimate office, 
must stay at home. I wish the same 
was true in regard to the election of 
United States Senators. 


Yonr assertion thut, "tha value of a 


unit of money, in any country, must 
depend noon the number of units in 
circulation as compared with the wealth 
and population, and not upon the ma- 
terial of which the money is manufac- 
tured," is to me something quite differ- 
ent from what I have heretofore been 
taught, and I would like to ask you why 
the confederate paper dollars so depre- 
ciated that they were not worth a mill a 
thousand, and if you think they would 
have so depreciated 
had they been 


"manufactured" of gold and silver? 


But my object is not the criticism of 


your article, for that has already been 
dons so learnedly, so thoroughly, so 
admirably in the interest of the bond- 
holders, and you yourself, dUembcwled, 
dismembered, dissiected, used up, in a 
word, squashed, by Htiok-to-the-eontract- 
pay-in-gold or cart-wheel-dollars, Geji. 
Robert M. Clarke; I do however find 
fault with the manner in which you pre- 
sent your views. While you say oue 
thing you wish your readers to infer and 
believe another. 
While you profess to 


lash the bondholders, your past history 
shows you to have been one of his best 
friend*, and you are still very intimate 
with his brothers. All through the article 
you convey the idea and wish to be un- 
derstood that nothing can be money ex- 
cept gold and silver, and that if silver 
were to be demonetized in the United 
States, one half the money of the world 
would be destroyed and nothing could 
be substituted for it, and still you ex- 
pressly state that tlie value of money 
does not depend at all on the material 
of which it is made. 


Had you left out your discourse to 


the National Bankers, I might have 
thought that yon, with millions of 
others, 
believe that nothing can be 


money but gold, silver or some metal 
having a commodity value, but you 
therein show yourself thoroughly versed 
on the subject of money, and that you 
know the United States can, it tbe Con- 
federate States could not, manufacture 
money from paper, just so valuable for 
the purposes of money as though made 
of gold and silver, and hud your asser- 
tion regarding the value of money been 
made with reference to our own country, 
it would have been true, end I hardly 
think there is another nation on enrth 
Ibat could put forward a pure, unmixed 
paper currency. You also represent, in 
fact you Bay so, thnt in case silver is de- 
monetized in the United States the price 
of silver will so depreciate that all silver 
mining industries will necessarily stop. 
That is not no, and were silver demone- 
tized in the United SUtee to-morrow, as 


me waa ydur aim and purpose in writing 
your article on silver. Yon well know 
that the no-called war on silver is no 
war on silver at all, but that the real 
controversy, the main object and intent 
in its full significance, is to crush out 
human liberty and destroy freedom from 
the face of the earth. That is what the 
war on silver means. You next see in 
the United State* with a republican 
form of government, the monetary, 
usury, mortgage and bonded ifystems of 
a monarchy, and know thnt if we con- 
tinue to U83 those two metals alone for 
our money, that the lime, at the further- 
est, will be short, before the people will 
be reduced to such a state of serfdom, 
that all the money powers will have to 
do will be to elect and proclaim one of 
themselves Emperor and he will tako 
bis place almost without opposition. 


You see every throne in Europe 


tottling to its very foundation, and hear 
every crowned head, Prince, Duke, 
Etirl.Count.Lord.aud millionaire, calling | 
on the moneyed powers of our country 
to comf- to their aid and assist thepi in 
crushing out our free government and 
to establish in place thereof a monarchy, 
for well they know that so long as our 
government remains as it is, so long it 
will be a standing menance to every 
form of monarchy. Liberty must be 
crushed out or the days of monarchy 
are numbered. The contest between 
them has already begun, is yearly grow- 
ing more and more bitter, and is as 
irrepressible as that between freedom 
and slavery. And who are tbe men in 
our country to respond to the call of tbe 
oligarchs of Europe. Strange as it may 
seem, there are myriads of them. The 
bankers, 
bondholders, 
monopolists, 


large landowners, corporations, million- 
aires, yes, and all the men in theUniteJ 
States worth five hundred thousand 
dollars, are only too ready and willing 
to aid in the destruction of the best 
government that is now, or ever was in 
the world. These men have no God to 
worship except Mammon, and no t>oul 
to save, for the Lord Jesus Christ, while 
on earth, politely told them so. 
There 


is another class but little less detestable, 
and they are the men who smother their 
consciences and sell their brains for 
place, emolument, or power. 


No man knows better than yourself 


that the surest and shortest way to de- 
stroy our government and reduce the 
people to a state of semi-barbarity is to 
destroy their money and make it impos- 
sible for them to pay their debts. Now, 
why not, in accordance with the wishes 
or the bondholders, go on and demone- 
tize silver. 


There are two reasons why you call a 


halt. The first is, that with our present 
accursed monetary, mortgage, 
usniy 


and bond systems, that were every par- 
ticle of gold aud Bilvor in any foiui, now 
owned by the United States, ami of 
which they may iu liny wfiy possible, 
become possessed, melted down uud 
ooiued into barter gol.l Joliur-*, and 
barter silver Uollarb, (our monetary 
system is nothing more than the old 
barbaric system of swapping cowrie 
shells for beads), there would not be 
more than one-fourth enough for the 
demands ncd needs of tbe people, and 


with both in use aa money, twenty yeari 
will not pass away before all tbe bo»d- 
holders desire will be consummated. 
They will be possessed of all the wealth 
and all the lands, and who owns theM 
is King, Kaiser, Czar. And secondly, 
the experiment, at this time, might be a 
little dangerous. The people have, too 
recently, had fourteen hundred arid forty 
millions of their money cremated, and 
too well remember the direful conse- 
quences of that terrible legislation, to 
submit without protest to a farther re- 
duction of their money fully one-half. 
Should silver be demonetized and noth- 
ing substituted for it, it might precipi- 
tate the bondholder's war before they 
aro ready for it, aud should it come 
now, or soon, you well may cry out, and 
still be the bondholders best friend. 
"Bemember France and Louis Four- 
teenth." 


There is not now more than one-fifth 


the money in circulation necessary to 
carry on the business of the people and 
to contract that one-half and let the 
iondholders and money kings reap an- 
other harvest (which they are fools 
enough to do), by calling in their loans 
and foreclosing their mortgages, will not 
at this time be allowed. It would be 
the one stick too burdensome to be 
borne. 


The time was when you could pass a 


Credit Strengthening Act and rob the 
people out of one thousand millions of 
dollars, destroy four-fifths 
of their 


money and cause wide spread devasta- 
tion and ruin, give "millions of acres of 
lands to private individuals in the form 
of subsidies and demonetize silver, and 
then go home aud tell your constituents 
you knew nothing about it; but those 
halcyon days for the bondholder's have 
passed away, and it is to be hoped for- 
ever. Now every measure tending to 
favor them, unjustly, will be a subject 
for the closest investigation and every 
man who advocates those measures will 
be held to a strict accountability for his 
acts.

Aclvices from Mimdalay btate lhat the 


sacred white elephant is dead. 
The; 


:ustomary ceremony of keying the 
aody lying in state for three days wad 
prevented by British i ffieials owing to 
sanitary reasons. Tho mueral was at- 
teuded by UD enorn.ous crowd.
